Fresh light on conditions that make possible crime on a large 


scale was given»by C. Ray Hansen, former prosecuting attorney of Cook 
county, 111., in \ speech in Chicago. John Dillinger, he asserted, paid 
$1,000 a week for police protection, the money being delivered to a. po- 
lice captain, presumably for division among those who had promised the 
desperado protection. The speaker did not name the police captain, but 
indicated he could do this. 


Of equal interest was his recitation of incidents taken from his 


own personal experience. While serving as prosecutor, he said, money 
bribes ranging from $5,000 to $30,000 had been offered him. Another of- 
fer took the form of a trip to Europe with all expenses paid. 


Mr. Hansen apparently failed to reveal to his audience what ef- 


forts he made, if any, to prosecute the would-be bribers. 


If Mr. Hjnsen has evidence to support the statements he made 


in his Chicago speech it would seem to be his duty as a law-abiding citi- 
zen to place-it in the hands of the proper authorities and to assist the 
jatter in bringing to justice the recipients of Dillinger's protection money.

There actually is no demand for

Jesse H. Jones, chairman of the 


Reconstruction Finance corporation, 
is taking a different attitude con- 
cerning the banks since going busi- 
nesses have made no rush to borrow 
from $580,000,000 funds which the 
RFC and Federal Reserve system 
have for direct loans to such busi- 
nesses.

SUPREME COURT ACTS 


Buried away among stray news 


the other day was the newest de- 
velopment of a story which had 
agitated New York liberals for two 
years, the Georgia supreme court 
has granted the right to argue for 
a new hearing to the lawyers of 
Angelo Herndon, Cincinnati negro 
Communist. Herndon had been sen- 
tenced in Atlanta on a charge of 
inciting insurrection by distribution 
of alleged communistic literature. 


In the 
meantime, the United 


States supreme court has before it a 
petition averring that the Georgia 
law is unconstitutional. 


Herndon's trial in Atlanta lasted 


three days in January, 1933. 


Herndon was arrested in June, 


1932, following the demonstration of 
unemployed "against proposed cut- 
ting off .of $1 to $3 a week relief 
allowances. 
Herndon's attorneys asserted there 


was no direct evidence against him, 
that he made no speeches, that the 
demonstration was peaceful. 


But, on the basis of literature 


found in Herndon's room, he was 
found guilty and sentenced to from 
18 to 20 years. 
Herndon, finally released on bail 


a few weeks ago, discussing the lit- 
erature, said: 
"As part of his case, the prose- 


cutor held that I had been reading 
an article in the New York Times 
about a Communist demonstration 
in New York." 


Following his conviction Herndon 


said he was kept in the death house 
and alleged that he frequently was 
tortured while in jail and in prison.

Militia of New Jer- 
sey, Maryland and Virginia—13,000 
men—had to be called out to quell 
an uprising in western Pennsylvania, 
called the "Whisky Rebellion," be- 
cause the rebels opposed imposition 
of federal tax and regulation upon 
liquor distillation. The U. S. had 
disbanded its army, had no regulars 
to deal with the situation. Gover- 
nor Mifflin defied President Wash- 
ington and refused to call out the 
Pennsylvania militia. 


At Pittsburgh the local militia 


went over to the side of the rebels. 
Buildings were burned, mails were 
robbed, government officials beaten. 
One officer was stripped, tarred and 
feathered.

Buddhists, et al., was devised in 
1582 by Roman Catholic Pope Gre- 
gory XIII. 


Sept. 2, 1794^-The first federal tax 


produced the first civil war in the 
United States. Militia of New Jer- 
sey, Maryland and Virginia—13,000 
men—had to be called out to quell 
an -uprising in western Pennsylvania, 
called the "Whisky Rebellion," be- 
cause the rebels opposed imposition 
of federal tax and regulation upon 
liquor distillation. 
The U. S. had 


disbanded its army, had. no regulars 
to deal with the situation. Gover- 
nor Mifflin defied President Wash- 
ington and refused to call out the 
Pennsylvania militia. 


At Pittsburgh the local militia 


went over to the side of the rebels. 
Buildings were burned, mails were 
robbed, government officials beaten. 
One officer was stripped, tarred and 
feathered. Insurgent counties put 
16,000 men under arms. 


Commissioners appointed by the 


federal government and the state 
of Pennsylvania succeeded in estab- 
lishing peace before blood began to 
flow. 


Sept. 2, 1839—Henry George was I 


born, in Philadelphia. After he had ! 
been a sailor, a gold-miner, a print- 
er and editor, he wrote Progress and 
Poverty, a world-red classic. 
(It 


is one of the 10 best best sellers of 
the last 50 years). 


His fundamental remedy for pov- 


erty was the appropriation of eco- 


nomic rent to public uses by a "sin- 
gle tax" levied on the value of land 
exclusive of improvements, and the 
abolition of taxes which fall upon 
industry and thrift. 
Excerpt: 


"The equal right of all men to 


the use of land is as clear as their 
equal right to breathe the air—it is 
a right proclaimed by the fact of 
their existence. For we cannot sup- 
pose that some men have a right to 
be in this world, and others no 
right."

The average num ber of tons 
used per farm however, seems to be 
oniv 5.75 tons. 
Unless there Is a continued in ­ 
crease in the am ount ci lime used 
clover failures will become more and 
more prevalent because of increased 
acidity of the soil. Alfalfa acreage 
can not increase profitably unless 
more farm ers use lime and apply it 
more liberally. 
According t<i estimates the tot a. 
expenditure f«B fertilizer ^ Law­ 
rence County In 1932 was $43^00; 
while only $21,1*30 were expended lor 
lime. 
Fertilizer usually is a pro­ 
fitable investment, but it can not 
take the place of lime. On the a \- 
e-arc farm the expenditures for 
lime should at least approach if not 
aQual the am ount spent lor fertilizer. 
Guess work need not enter the 
question of w hether lime is required 
or not. A soil test can be applied 
to any sample of soil which will 
show whether lime is needed and 
the am ount of the requirem ent to 
sweeten the acidity. 
A small sample should be taken 
from a half dozen or more places 
in the field and mixed so as to 
make a representative sample. 
Ap­ 
proxim ately one-half pint of this 
m ixture can be left at the Agricul­ 
tu ral Extension Association office 
'o r a test. Now is the tim e to a t­ 
tend to the liming of wheat ground 
if clover or alfalfa sown next spring 
is to succeed. 


FINISHING f e e d f i t s l a m b s 
TO TOP MARKET 
O ne-third of a shipm ent of lambs 
sent to Pittsburgh recently by one 
of the county cooperative sheep and 
wool growers’ associations sold at 
$2.25 a hundred pounds less th an 
the top price. If these lambs had 
received some gTain for about four 
weeks longer, their value would have 
been changed to the top grade, 
m aking a very proftiabie return 
the grain fed.

Approximately 50 per cent of the 
Lawrence County lam b crop "w ill 
start to m arket w ithin the next two 
m onths. Growers who w ant m axi­ 
m um returns from their crops will 
have to put these lambs on the m ar­ 
ket in finished condition. 
T h i s 
m eans th at some gTain should be 
fed to supplem ent the pasture. The 
farm er who depends upon perm a­ 
n ent pasture alone to finish his 
lamb crop is m aking a serious m is­ 
take, as his pay check will show. 
The following gram m ixture has 
p r o v e d satisfactory in finishing 
lambs on grass: 8 parts of corn, 2 
parts of bran, and 1 pari of linseed | 
oil cake. Feeding of this m ixture 
should sta rt slowly with a quarter 
of a pound a lamb each day. At the 
end of the first two weeks each 
lam b should be eating from three- 
fourths to one pound a day. 


GROW NEW PLANTS IN CLEAN 
BERRY PATCHES 
Lawrence County farm ers in ter­ 
ested in growing Their own raspber­ 
ry plants in patches free from dis­ 
ease are informed th a t the season 
for taking the initial steps in this 
process is rapidly approaching. 
Satisfactory conditions for tipping 
usually arrive in m ost sections of 
the state from August 20 to the m id­ 
dle of September. Then the tips of 
the raspberry canes taken on def­ 
inite characteristics varying decid­ 
edly from the norm al growth of the 
caries. The canes become slightly 
thickened or club-like, take on a 
reddish color, the leaves gradually 
disappear, and rootlike projections 
appear. 
W hen this happens the tips of the 
canes are ready to be buried. If 
the tips are buried before they are 
ready, the canes are likely to con­ 
tinue growth and the tips will be 
forced out of the ground w ithout 
development of a root system. 
Several different m ethods m ay be 
used in burying th e tips but the 
most satisfactory involves the use of 
the spade, trowel, or small garden 
hoe. 
W hen the hoe is used a small 
hole about 4 or 5 inches deep is 
made near the plant row. 
The tip of the cane th en is placed 
in the bottom of the hole, the soil 
replaced and firmed with the foot. 


W hen the spade or trowel is used 
the tool is forced into the ground, 
pusheci to one side, the tip of the 
cane inserted in the opening, the 
tool removed, and the soil firmed 
with the foot. The tip of the cane 
must be completely covered with 4 
or 5 inches of soil in order to insure 
the development of a good root sys­ 
tem. 


SOILING CAUSES LOSS OF 
QUALITY IN EGGS 
Make an effort to produce as few 
soiled eggs as possible. Soiled or 
dirty eggs do not appeal to the buy­ 
er and then, too, their interior qual­ 
ity may be impaired by bacterial in­ 
fection. The contents of the egg al­ 
so may absorb odors from the for­ 
eign m aterial on the egg shell. 
W here the num bers of soiled eggs 
has been excessive, the following 
suggestions m ay help to solve the 
problem: have one nest for every 
five hens. G ather the eggs three 
tim es daliy. Use shavings for nest­ 
ing m aterial. Confine the birds a t 
least until late afternoon. Cover the 
dropping boards w ith wire. 
U s e 
clean, dry litter on the floors. 
Pro­ 
vide narrow lighting boards in front 
of the nests. Locate the nests at a 
distance from the hen exit doors. 
A few soiled eggs always will be 
produced. These should be cleaned 
as prom ptly and carefully as passi­ 
ble. Removing the foreign mater­ 
ial from the shell with a knife, steel 
wool, or some other abrasive mater­ 
ial. and then using a damp cloth to 
w ipe clean the soiled area Is recom­ 
mended. 


PICK FLY-FREE DATES FOR 
WHEAT PLANTING 
Hessian fly infestation has in­ 
creased slightly in Lawrence County 
during the past year. This condi­ 
tion has existed for several years, 
although in some sections the act­ 
ual am ount of dam age has not been 
serious. 
Recom mendations of the exten­ 
sion entomologist of the Pennsyl­ 
vania State College call for the 
planting of w heat during the fly- 
free dates, which have been estab­ 
lished for a period of years. 
Some 
farm ers prefer to plant wheat in 
late 
August or early September. 
Such field usually develop heavy 
stands of plants in the fall, but they 
catch the m aturing flies which lay 
their eggs on the leaves. 
Experim ents 
conducted 
by 
the 
Bureau of Entomology of the United 
States D epartm ent of Agriculture 
resulted in th e recommended plan 
of planting late in Septem ber or in 
October. This system over a quar­ 
ter of a century or more has proved 
its value in elim inating damage. 
On account of the 
increase 
in 
wheat infestation last spring, Law­ 
rence County farm ers are urged to 
give special attention to the recom­ 
mended practice of Hessian fly con­ 
trol. 
The fly-free date for this 
county is Septem ber 26.

On a farm near 
Millwood, Long Island, a still was 
found with a capacity of 25,000 gal- 
lons a day. Undisturbed, such a still 
would be profitable. 
Whisky, tax 


free, costs the maker fifteen to twen- 
ty cents a gallon. A bootlegger can 
sell it, even with a deep "cut" for 
"protection" at $5 a gallon. 


IT WILL, BE hard to kill an in- 


dustry so exceptionally perfected, 
but the Treasury means to do it. If 
the law punished the buyer of illegal 
whisky, as well as the seller, that 
might help.

ELLWOOD CITY, Sept. 1.—Four 


subjects of vital importance to any- 
one interested in business or secre- 
tarial work are to be offered to 
night school students this 
year. 


Shorthand, Typewriting, Bookkeep- 
ing and Business English will be 
given as typical subjects represent- 
ing the commercial 
field. 
These 


courses we offered with two main 
objectives; the training of new peo- 
ple for the commercial .field -and to 
review or add to the knowledge and 
skill of those employed in this work. 
In addition to these two groups is 
another group outside the commer- 
cial field who have a need for a 
knowledge of some special subject 
along this line. 


This work will carry 
full high 


school credit and can be used by 
anyone needing credits toward a 
high school diploma. Beginning and 
advanced courses are to be given in 
shorthand, Typewriting, and Book- 
keeping to take care of .the students 
who have had at some previous time 
work in these subjects. Shorthand 
IB and 2A, Typing IB and 2A, and 
Bookkeeping IB and 2A will

might be interested. The course in 
Business English is designed to as- 
sist those people in commercial work 
and to act as a review for the great 
number of people who have probably 
forgotten a bit of their grammer.

They scored 
political activities in connection with 
relief boards, and lack of co-opera- 
tion upon the part of 
officials. 


Under the new program that will 
be inaugurated Sept. 15, Anderson 
pointed out that it was planned to 
provide work for every man who 
wants to work. The new program 
is now being prepared by the Bud- 
get Division. Cash, instead of food 
orders, under the new setup. 


Referring to people who won't 


work, Anderson said that it would 
be necessary to take care of them, 
but that they will be given food 
orders instead of cash.

Decision of the directors of the 
Jameson Memorial hospital to tear 
down the old Shenango Valley hos­ 
pital, built in 1893, and dedicated 
March 12, 1894, recalls to mind the 
big charity ball which a as an event 
on April 9. 1896, to raise money lor 
the nospital. 
An interesting account of the ball 
and reception was publlslied in the 
old Courant Guardian of April 22. 
1896, a clipping from which was 
aaved by Mrs. James K. Pollock, 
widow of the late Dr. J. K. Pollock, 
and which is presented herewith. 
It it interesting to note that the 
price of admission to the ball was 
$>. 
The total amount raised was 
$1.256 10. which was no small sum 
of money in those days. 
The names of many of New Cas­ 
tle’s outstanding citizens will be 
found listed on the committee and 
among the solicitor». 
The story oí this big social event 
iollows: 
“Through the courtesy of the com­ 
mittee who had charge of the char­ 
ity ball which was given for the 
benefit of the Shenango Valley hos­ 
pital in Masonic hall on the evening 
of the 9th of April the ‘Courant- 
Ouardian’ has obtained the entire 
proceedings of that committee. The 
amount 
of 
money raised, all of 
which is given in the report made 
by the committee, was as follows: 
“To the President and Directors 
of the Shenango Valley hospital. 1 
append herewith statement of the 
Charity Ball given for the benefit 
of the hospital April 9, 1896. New 
Castle, Pa., April 16, 1896. On March \ 
10 the directors of the hospital 
found their resources about $700 in 
arrears and accordingly called a 
meeting of a number of gentlemen 
who have heretofore taken an inter­ 
est in the affairs of the institution. I 
to be held at the office of Walter 
D. Clark on March 12, 1896. 
The 
meeting was called to order bv the 
election of John C. Wallace as chair­ 
man and Frank Tidball as secretary, 
in the absence of Frank Tidball, 
Horace G. Miller acted as secre­ 
tary. 
Director E. I. Phillips ex­ 
plained the object of the meeting as 
above stated and said the hospital 
must have $700. After considerable 
discussion it was decided to give a 
charity ball provided the Masonic 
rooms could be secured for this pur-

Miller was elected secretary and 
treasurer and all the sub-commit- 
lees to arrange the details were ap­ 
pointed, together with a soliciting 
committee whose names will appear 
in the report.
